Therefore, you are doing 
medium and better class work, and 
your annual sales are not three 
more times your plant equipment in- 
vestment, you should analyze this 
condition very carefully see why.

Another thing which sure has 
lowered the ratio sales plant in- 
vestment many binding plants all 
over the country the past ten years 
the price cutting that has been such

Yes, you can fill your shop 
with unprofitable business, and your 
sales volume will not proper re- 
lation your plant investment. 
you take book for 20c when you 
know you should get 25c even 30c, 
just keep your competitor from 
getting it, your sales volume will 
much less than times your plant in- 
vestment. 


course, you can get the proper 
price for each job and still fail 
maintain the proper relation between 
sales and plant investment, you 
don’t have the volume keep your 
equipment working regularly. Yes, 
takes volume and price, both, keep 
well balanced ratios—in fact, keep 
well balanced profits.

is, itself, rather futile 
thing which largely matter 
trying explain human nature, but 
leads many interesting paths 
through the entire history books 
and bookbinding.

These fifteen columns are each 
divided into two halves; the first, call- 
ing for ‘even split,’ and the second, 
the ‘cut and trim.’ 

“The quantity specifications range 
between 5,000 and 1,000,000 pieces, 
and each these sections split into 
nine separate sections. The sections 
are based upon the size the finished 
piece well the size the full 
sheet from which cut.”
